As the putting In of the crops is 
completed farmers will be repairing 
and remodeling and otherwise 
im­ 
proving their cattle barns, many will 
be building new ones. 
The average 
cattle barn is not usually laid out for 
comfort, and without comfort the dairv 
cow will be far from doing her 
best. 
Convenience Is also a most important 
factor in those times of high-priced 
farm hands. 
Light ventilation and warmth—also 
convenience—are the essentials in 
a 
cattle barn. 
Windows of ample size 
must extend on every side and end. 
The barn should be at least 36 feet 
wide, and length to accommodate what 
stock is expected to be kept. 
So-called mangers are to be avoided. 
The cows face the sides of the barn, 
and for purposes of ventilation and 
general sanitation, this is the only wa) 
a stock barn should be made. 
The general construction 
of 
the 
floor plan is well shown in the illus­ 
tration with deads of measurements. 
The driveway is 8 feet wide between 
the cows. 
This is two inches below 
the general level of the stalls. 
A gut­ 
ter, six inches below the driveway and 
I 8 inches below the stalls, is 16 inches 
wide. 
This must be watertight to re­ 


tain the liquids. The stalls vary from 
48 inches to 54 inches from the edge 
of the drop to the stanchions to tit 
cows of different length. 
A space of 
22 inches is left for a feeding place. A 
slope rise of 12 inches forms all the 
manger needed, a space of 5 to T feet 
is left in the front for feeding. 
The 
slope partitions should come to within 
14 inches of the gutter. 
The parti­ 
tions in front should be between every 
other cow. 
This allows a water sup­ 
ply for every two cows to drink from. 
The platform should have a slope of

% inches to the foot to drain the li­ 
quid to the gutter. 
The best stanchion 
Is 
stanchion fastened at the top and bot­ 
tom with a chain that allows about two 
inches of play back and front.

ventilation a space is left in front of 
the cattle, under the breast-girth (3 
feet high), and partitioned off three 
feet high and three feet wide, so that 
cold fresh air can pass to the stable 
from the floor above to second story. 
These boxes may be 15 to 20 feet 
apart. Over these openings slide doors 
control the inrush of the cold air. 
The 
air escapes through the roof. 
These 
openings serve for throwing hay down 
to the feeding alley before pitching to 
the cows.

H O U S E H O L D H IN T S . 


When the rubber plant droops, Its 
leaves turn yellow and drop off. 
Mix 
a teaspoonful of mustard in a cupful 
of boiling water, cool a little and pour 
on the soil in the pot; sometimes a 
long, black hard-sheiied worm comes 
to the top. aud if this I3 killed the 
plant will usually recover. 
Another treatm ent 
good 
for other 
plants troubled with worms, is to bury 
a small piece of fresh beef in the pot 
near the surface, and the worms will 
come up to eat it, when they can be 
killed. 
Out-door roses may be slipped as 
any plant with good success if care 
is taken to keep them moist. 
Tiy using borax dissolved in hot 
water to remove the spots made by 
grease of any kind on woolen fabrics. 
Fold a clean cloth for a pad to use 
under the spot and then simply put 
the spot with a cloth wet In the borax 
water until the spot is removed. 
One may have fresh coin on the cob 
In these days the year around. 
Take 
off the coarse outer husks, remove all 
the silk and tie a cord tightly around 
the end to hold the inner husks in 
place. 
Put into a brine strong enough 
to hold up an egg, put under a weight, 
and you will have corn on the ear any 
time, by soaking it over night. 


FINE POLISH FOR FURNITURE 


Turpentine and Linseed Oil In Proper 
Proportions Is One of the 
Best Cleaners. 


An excellent polish 
for 
ordinary 
purposes may be made 
by 
mixing 
three parts of linseed oil and one part 
spirits of turpentine. 
Use a piece of cloth or fine flannel 
and apply to the surface of the furni­ 
ture, then rub wreU In with a pad of 
wool. 
Another plan is to use equal 
proportions of turpentine, linseed oil 
and vinegar. ' 
A good polish for mahogany Is ob­ 
tained by mixing half a pint of recti­ 
fied naphtha 
and 
two and a half 
ounces of shellac. 
Dissolve the lat­ 
ter by leaving it in a warn place, 
then shake well and use by means of 
a brush. 
Bare wood can be polished with 
pumice stone, passing 
it 
regularly 
over the surface until smooth; then 
take powdered tripoli and boiled lin­ 
seed oil and polish to a brilliant sur­ 
face.

EXTENDING FLAVORS OF MEAT 


Addition of Dumplings Common Meth­ 
od— Rice, Hom iny and Potatoes 
Used to Advantage. 


Mint Sauce- 
Mint sauce is such an addition to 
the 
lamb roast or 
chops that 
it 
should always be served. 
Prepare 
It by mincing the mint very fine with 
a sharp knife. 
To two tablespoonfuls 
of minced mint add a tablespoonful of 
powdered sugar, a tablespoonful each

serving. 


Common household methods of ex­ 
tending the meat flavor through a con­
